10 miles irom Ciev-s, (>., in 
Boom- I'ountv', Ky., sKting uiuigbt in .1 
close little group, have U>en di.scoveit<ii 
four iietritied human beings of some 
prehistoric 

The bodies are small iu stature, dark, 
and in features and general contour 
much like the mnmuiies taken from the 
crypts of the pyramids of Kgypt. They 
were partly wi-uuped iu bunUuKcs of a 
material reaeuibling cloth, 'ihe ftilds 
were even, but perfectly distinct, aiul 
when crumbled to dust at a toiich dis- 
closed smooth, fleshv marble. One ot 
the most striking observations is that 
the eyes are wide open, and in color ami 
smoothness are a beantif ul brown ami 
white agate. 

For years it has been known than an 
antedcuuviau burying ground existed on 
the Terril farm; and from time to tinu 
bodies similui' to thes<> have b(M<n ex 
homed. Many of the farmers' wives in 
this vicinity, ignorant of the historic 
value of these specimens, have used 
them to ornament flowei' beds and gai 
deu plots. 

l)(K-tors and t'uriosity bunters from 
Lawrencetiurg, Aurora, Cimiiiiiiati and 
otiier )ilaces have visited the farm and 
se.iiched its wilds for more o!' rhest 
strange relics. The timiiii;; of so maii\

Washinqtom, March The Italian 
government is acting with extreme 

uio(b ration and consideratitm in the 
m.itU'i of the killing of five of itsciti- 
/.ens of Wid.s«'nburg, notwithstamliiig 
the clamor of the Italian ]iress for tiie 
iiitrodnctioii of ciu-rgeMc measures. 
There has neeii nothing in tln' nature of 
a protest lodged with this movement 
nor a demand for indeiunity and repara 
tiou. 

The only communii-ation received 
from the Italian government, save the 
verbal re<inest from the Marquis lui 
periali that a proper protection t)e af 
forded to the Italians at Walsenbiirg 
came yesterday in the shajie of a short 
and dignified note from Barou Fava, 
the Itiilian ambassador, enclosing to 
Secretary Gresham a oopy of the report 
of Dr. Cimeo, the Italian consul at Di n 
ver, stating the facts attending the kill 
ing and the names of the victims, all 
five being, aooording to the consul, Ital 
ian snbjeots, and not naturaliaed Amer 
icanduieni. In transmitting this re- 
port the Ambaasadw expresses the hope 
that the Colorado authorities will take 
the necessary steps to secure the prompt 
punishment of the guilty parties. 

This note and report will be 00m 
mnnicated to the governor of Colorado 
by the secretary of state, aud that is as 
far as he can go in the matter at pres 
ent. When congress meets again, how 
ever, it is probable that the president 
will feel constrained to request that an 
appropriation be made to indemnify the 
families and relatives of the murdered 
men for their slaughter. 

In the case of the killing of the Ital 
ians in New Orleans four ye.irs ago, the 
st.ite department took the ground that 
an iin'eiiinity could not lie demaiu'i'd 
but nevertheless it I'elt bound to yn id 
in i'omily and equity and on tlnsi' 
grounds recognize the ])riiii ipie dl' an in 
demnity.

The Yeeman sank near Sanle, in lati- 
tude :u north, longitude 4."> west She 
was bound from .\ntwerp to Redondo. 
Clark related the def.uls as follows: 

"While shortening Sanle a sudden 
squall struck us and a heavy swell like 
a tidal wave struck us, capsiaiug the 
ship. As the seas swept the deck I was 

carried overboard. 

".\ lull followed aud the slny righted 
I got on the ship again to find no deck. 
The cook was lying in the galley with 
his head split open and hardly alive. 
Captain Ferguson aud mate were 
drowncKl. .\s the ship was sinking I 
abandoned her and cut loose in a life- 
boat from the davit ts, got the c(X)k into 
it and pulled off. We were 14 days iu 
the boat befoi-e the schooner Leeds 
sighted us and picked us up. During 
this time we suffered more than lan- 
guage can express. We had to fare all 
the time on 16 biscuits without a drop 
of fresh water. We ate twobisonits 
apiece a day until they were esluMUted, 
and we drank salt water. This made 
our mouths and throats as raw as a 
beefsteak. We could not speak our 
names, and our eyes were swollen shut. 
We were so hungry that we ate the 
uppers of our shoes and sucked blood 
from each other." 

Here Mr. Clark exliibited his leg, 
which showed great red blotches certi- 
fying the truthfulness of his t,tmj. 
Continuing, he said: "I have been 
aronnd the Horn nine times, but this 
was the roughest trip I ever experi- 
«'uced. We lost four men overboard in 
a gale off the Horn, aud Paul Hessing 
fMl from the topsail yard and waa 
killed."

/iWtVw litillHlii . I have been requeeted 
by friends of the Bible in various places, 
and among others by a dozen members 
of the Christian Church in Mayeville, to 
review the essays recently publiahed by 
V. H. Cnke in the Public Ledger ofMays- 
Tille. The request barmonises with my 
own sense of daty to the poblio, and I 
am thankful for ipaoe for them in your 
columns. 

When a man undertakes the literary 

eritioism of the Bible, it is to lie itrt- 
gamed that he thinks himself com))etent 
to the tulc. He should be thoroughly 
familiar with the book, and especially 
with those parts of it and those facts 
relating to it which he selects as the sub- 
jects o{ criticism. This familiarity can- 
not be afHrmed of EJ. B. Cake ; for one of 
the most strilcing features of these six 
•■fays, is the unpardonable ignorance 
Asplayed by the writer about the very 
matters with which be should have been 
most familiar before daring to write of 
them as he has done. It will help my 
readers to a prDp- r upprociation of his 
efforts, il i tirst ipake good this asser- 
tion ; and this I proceed to do. 

1. In hiaflnt emy 1 flwl tjhia state- 

inent : 

As the oldest miiiiiisciipts ni ;tlii' Now iToxIh 
meut are in fireik, nml as the llr^l Jewish Chris- 
Hans did not s|>eak C.reelJ. but .Vriimiiic. the (irst 
BSiniKcripts area traiislalion out of a foreign 
Unt-'iiiiKe. 

He ought to have known, before Bpoak- 
ing on this topic, that the first b( au t^e 
New Testament nr.iiniscripts to be writ- 
ten, were the two epistles to the Thessa- 
lonians, which were written in Greece, 
,n tlip Greek tongue, and to a Greok 
speaking commanity. He ought to have 
known that all of Paal's epntloi were 
written in the same tongue, and to poo- 
pie who spoke it. And he ought to have 
known, ti>at whatever writings may have 
been composed by early disciples in 
Aramaic, all of our New Testament books 
c ime from the handa of their aathbrs in 
Qreek. 

2. In the second essay, to the question, 
' When did this people properly becrin '"■ 
he answers, "With Moses, about 1400 B. 
0., according to the accepted Biblical 
chronology." He otight to know that 
"according to tlie accepted Biblical chro- 
nnloffy," as well as the historic ^tements 
of Scripture, tiiis people began with 
Abraham, who lived several hundred 
years before Moses was born. The Sim- 
day school children could have told him 
this. 

In the samo connection we find this 

statement : 

It Is of tha moat ter-reocUlng signillcauce that 
w« nBumber wbea Moms led taU cohort [a 
cohort il a body ot 1,000 bud, M.l of Egyptian ref a- 
gM« to the boiden of this postio Und of promiM. 
that Vtrptlan ctvillfatlon, with Iti arts and let- 
ters, was 3,000 years old. 

The reader is aware that the Egyptians 
wore desceudents of Ham, one Of the 
sons of Noah. But here our astute 
Biblical scholar has them existing, and 
in the possession of art and letters, .'>,(XX) 
yoart before Moses, which takes them 
back, if we may believe the Bible, two 
thousand years before the flood, and 
about that length of time before their 
ancestor, Ham, was bom. 

4, In the same paragraph with the 
preceding, in giving tlie geographical 
surroundings of laraol when Moses thus 
lead thorn to Gannant oor oMayist says : 

North of the Syrian or eutsm desert wu 
Babylon and Atwyria : uorthweat ot Palestine 
wai Phoenicia, the people who held the commer' 
eia\ supremacy of the jieople of aniUiulty, and 
to the westward, across the great lea, was glor- 
ious Ureece, and all-conquering Rome. (The 
readir will not orertook the knowledge of Eng- 
lish grt nimar displayed In this and lomo other 
extiiieti . 1 

Here "glorious Greece," is made to 
exist iu the time of Moaes, though the 
siege of Troy, which was the beginning of 
its civiHzatioii, did not occur till alioiit the 
time of Solomon, more than 400 years 
later; and "all-conquering Rome" was 
oat tbor" in the west, ilthOQgh Roni.' 
was not founded till about the year 750 > 
B. 0. , more than 600 years after Moses, j 

5. In the same essay, after speaking j 
of the composite character of the book of • 
Isaiah, as he has been taught by the 
rationalistic critics, he adds : I 

The same composite elements are found In 
other books, notaldy the Itelnu. The tradition 
Il David wtm the writer ; the tnnh Is he wrote 
but a part. 

This is a false representation cf the 
tn^tion ; for the book of Psalms itself 
ascribes only seventy-three of the I'ealms 
to David, and it ascribes others to many 
different writers, such as Mo^es, Solo- 

Son, Asaph, Heman, and the Sons of 
orah. The collection has been called 
the I'salms of David, bec ni~f ihix id was 
the principal author, and not because 
any man who evor road them witii their 
titles, h is tboofHit that David wrot* til 
of them. 



6. In essay No. 3, 1 find tiie fulluwing 
question anil answrr: 

How we etbe maunsoHpi e tple* of tho tin i< 
m<der They were wtltteti by hmid. the Ww 

Te«tament by Monkx In tliiM'onvetiti) und )iioiih->- 

tVli>!S; tb - (11(1 Todtameul I.y U-Wi-ti set- In s 

\ critic of the Bible ought to know 
that Monachism did not come iiilr) ex- 
istence till about the close of the third 
century, and that therefore the New 
Testament liml lu cn copied for more 
than two hundred years before there 
was in existence a monk, a convent, or a 

monastery. He on^rht to know too, that 
monks never did distinguish themselves 
by copying tbo Scriptures, or even by 

stndyinc them. 

7. In this connection, and imdcr the 
next question, our critic attempts to 
mention some of the passages in our o]<l 
English version, which have been found 
to be interpolations; and he includes 
among them the words, "And I say unto 
thee, that thoa are Peter, and upon this 
rock I will bnilil my clnir(;h ; and the 
gates of hell shall not prevail against it." 
Matt. xvi. 18. This is as gross a blunder 
in texttial i riticiHni as a man could well 
make; for not ^the slightest suspicion 
has been cast upon the genuineness of 
this passage by any of the great critics. 
Look into the margin of your Revised 
Version, and you will see not a note to 
indicate a different reading. Tiie last 
twelve verses of Mark are also set down 
as undoubtedly spurious, when the 
worst that can be said about them is 
that they are held in doubt by many of 
iUv. critics, and are SO marked in the Re- 
vised Version. 

8. In the same essay (No. 3) appears 
the following statement : 

Arcordini; to tniiiitioii the wcirk of collc'ctiiiit. 

liliiii,' aii'l aiillioi'i/iii^c Ihi- siicn il writings of the 
Jew^ was ilone liy n crrtaiii jjreat synaKogiii', 
foiiiiilecl liy E/.ni ami iire>i(led over hy .N'eheniiah 
at Jerusalem about the year 300 B. C. This is 

wiioUy a tradition and hai been proT«d to be 

liasclcss. 

The truth is, that some of the tales 
told in the Talmud about this <.;reat syn- 
agogue, have been proved to be baseless, 
but the critics who are K. B. Cake's 
teachers are themselves of the opinion 
that Ezra and others with him did some 
such work for the Old Testament books 
as is here described. But the worst 
blunder of this paragraph is that of 
dating the career of Nehemiah at " 200 
B. C," when he really came to Jerusalem 
in 444 B. C.,'and terminated his leave of 
absence twelve years later in A?,2. Cake's 
teachers all tell him this, and they 
would rap him over the fingers as a dull 
SC;holar for thus misstating the figures 
when deliberately writing an essay on 
the subject. 

9. Similar blunders occur in the 
fourth essay, but I will menti(m only 
one of those that I have marked. It is 
the statement that Samson is said to 
have "tied the tails of three thousand 
foxes together." Well, I don't blame 
him for not believing this. Three hun- 
dred foxes were enough to satisfy Samson, 
and instead of tyin^r all of their tails 
together, lie tied them two and two. 
Oake ought to go to Sunday school. I 
am only about halfway tlironj.'h with lus 
exhibitions of accurate Icaiiuiig in the 
book which he criticises ; so I roust close 
till next week.

It may be because of this ancient priu 
oiple that the Roman Catholic church 
has made the mouth of May sacred to 
the Virgin. However this may Iw, tho 
idea has certainly ju rpetuated itself with 
singuliir persistence. Tassoni, writing 
about the middle (jf tho seventeenth cen- 
tury, relates that amoug the iuhabitouts 
of Ferraraa many young uoblea and 
princes who were married in May died 
only a few days afterward. "It is the 
observation of this strange fact, " he ob 
serves, "that induced the Ferrarese, so 
it is said, to follow the ancient custom. 

At the present day the superstition 
has not ceased to show itaelf in certain 
regions of Italy, in Roumania, iu sooth 
Germany, Bohemia, Westphalia, Eng 
land a!id France, uoti^bly in Saintongo 
and in tho Covennes, where every one 
acknowledges the truth of the proverb, 
"The month of flowers ia a month of 
tears." 

"Perhaps." said Plutarch, "the 

month of May is regarded as unlucky 
hec.iiiso it comes between April and 
June, tli'j mouths re.spe< i ivoly of Venus 
nud Juno, tiie iutolary goddesses of :uar 
riuge, or perhaps it is because May is 
the mouth of the feast of the LemurcK 
the aoula of the dead. "— Paria Letter
